Meet Dudley and Ernest of Man- 
chester, Maryland. This team are 
better known to their many friends, 
as Mr. and Mrs. E. Sinclair Hook. 

Mr. Hook has a wide variety of 
interests, having studied law at the 
University of Maryland, taking the 
Pre Medical course at Loyola College, 
and attending the Peabody Conser- 
vatory of Music in Baltimore. He was 
for fifteen years a member of Mary- 
land Academy of Sciences, and it was 
through his efforts that Radio Station 
W. C. B. M. in Baltimore was built. 
He has also written several books on 
radio. 

In World War I, Mr. Hook was with 
the 817th Aero Squadron in Aviation 
and in World War II he served as 
Lieutenant Commander of Naval In- 
telligence. 

Mrs. Hook graduated from Buck- 
nell, majoring in Sociology. She was 
Executive Secretary, in Union County, 
Pennsylvania, of Social Work. As an 
adjunct to her Pre Medical education, 
she was a nurse at Syracuse Hospital. 

Many of these activities must surely 
have taken place concurrently, for this 
couple are actually quite young in 
appearance. 

After serving others so _ nobly, 
Dudley and Ernest decided to retire 
to their farm which is located about 
five miles north of Manchester. Such 
a beauty spot to retire to! The build- 
ings stand on a rolling expanse ol 
green, hemmed in on all sides by 
hills. A sparkling brook runs merrily 
on its way past the front door. In 
back of the house has been built a 
large swimming pool to make the hot 
days ones of pleasure. This is truly a 
haven of beauty, rest and quietness 
and could well be named “Hidden 
Paradise” with the rest of the world 
so completely shut out. 

The large barn, which is fairly 
bulging with treasures, is the major

The farmhouse is full of lovely and 
rare furnishings, several of which 
could be considered museum pieces. 
One elegant piece is a Queen Ann High- 
boy. Another interesting piece of fur- 
niture is a large Dutch blanket chest 
with a gracefully curved lid. The front 
of this chest is elaborately inlaid with 
flowers, scrolls, dates, and words of 
an unfamiliar language. On the walls 
hang sconces that had at one time 
graced the walls of an old castle in 
Scotland. The fireplace is equipped 
with fenders of especial interest in 
that there are only two others like 
them existing,—one in New York, and 
the other is reputedly owned by the 
King of Belgium. 

Manchester is located in a section 
of the state where the residents have 
practiced thriftiness for many gen- 
erations. Their possessions have been 
well preserved and have passed down 
from parent to child. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hook no sooner had 
relaxed in their retreat when the urge 
again arose to help others,—this time 
to help their neighbors help them- 
selves. This developed into an idea to 
start an Antiques Brokerage Shop and 
sell, on a percentage basis, for the 
near-by farmers some of these ac- 
quired resources that apparently were 
not being put to use. 

Notices were placed in the local 
papers to invite all to join them in 
this venture. After waiting a reason- 
able length of time, without any 
response, they began to realize that 
no one wanted to play the game with 
them. So, on November 15, 1944, they 
started off on the journey alone with 
two plank bottom chairs and a few 
dishes. 

The shop is situated on the main 
thorough-fare of the town. Just re- 
cently, these energetic people pur- 
chased a brick house on the opposite 
side of the street which they expect 


to use, in the near future, as display 
rooms. The present building will be 
used as a work shop. 

One of the most exciting adventures 
the Hooks have experienced was the 
time they bought out the entire button 
booth at the Baltimore Antiques Show. 
Later they procured the contents of 
the Carroll Antiques Shop, supple- 
menting their already steadily grow- 
ing stock. Recently they obtained an 
entire collection of pewter and also 
seventy-two pieces of pink lustre. 

Coins, guns, first edition books and 
Pennsylvania Dutch furniture seem to 
be the special items of this shop. 

Dudley and Ernest have expanded 
to such an extent that they have now 
associated with them John Delafield, 
who was also a Lieutenant Commander 
of the Navy, and his charming wife. 
Mr. Delafield will develop the refinish- 
ing part of the business. Mrs. Delafield 
is dividing her time between the great- 
ly expanding mail order department 
and advertising. 

All the furniture from this shop is 
now being sold in the rough,—cleaned 
ready to be repaired and refinished. 

The policy of Dudley and Ernest is 
small profit, quick turn-over and posi- 
tively no reproductions. They have a 
large wholesale trade but retailers 
have also the benefit of low prices. 
The most modest buyer is treated with 


as much courtesy and fairness as one 


making a purchase of large propor- 
tions. Fair dealings have earned this 
business a reputation of high esteem. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hook stated that they 
have reaped more benefit from adver- 
tising in The Spinning Wheel than 
they have through any other publi- 
cation used. 

When passing through Manchester, 
Maryland, be on the lookout for a 
prancing steed that has cantered off 
from some Merry-Go-Round, for he 
is tethered at the front door of Dudley 
and Ernest.
